“There are two branches of the 
milk inspection which all milk has 
to undergo before it reaches the 
consumer in this city,” he said. 
“The State law says that all milk 
must contain at least 3 per cent. 
butterfat and the city ordinance 
says that it must contain 2% per 
cont. butterfat. It has been proved

Los Angeles obtains most of its milk 
from the San Joaquin and Imperial 
valleys and the long hau! makes the 
price higher. Added to this is the 
high price farmers have to pay for 
all kinds of feed. 

“Brans and other feeds have ad- 
vanced over 100 per cent. and un- 
til the firat cut of alfalfa, which will 
be about the first of May, there will 
be no change in the present price 
of milk.
